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PREFACE 

Public  Affairs  Information  Service  issues  at  this  time  its  fifth  annual 
volume. 

Experimentation  in  different  lines  has  been  tried  in  the  last  few  years  as 
is  always  necessary  in  a  new  publication.  The  most  obviously  successful  one 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  elimination  of  order  work  for  cooperators. 
It  formerly  clogged  the  machinery  of  the  publication  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  prompt  listing  of  useful  material  was  impossible.  The  keen  user  of  the 
Bulletins  has  noticed,  no  doubt,  that  the  material  selected  has  been  more 
varied  and  has  appeared  with  greater  promptness  since  the  order  service 
ceased. 

The  Advisory  Committee  and  editor  are  convinced  of  greater  possibili- 
ties for  the  Service  and  the  Committee  has  approved  a  plan  for  the  removal  of 
the  editorial  staff  to  the  Economics  Division  of  the  Public  Library  of  New 
York  City,  where  a  greater  field  for  research  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
cooperators.  This  good  fortune  has  come  to  the  Service  thru  the  untiring 
interest  of  Dr.  C.  C.  Williamson,  Chief  of  the  Division  and  Chairman  of  the 
Advisory  Committee.  The  details  of  the  plan  need  not  be  outlined  here,  for, 
at  the  time  of  writing,  cooperators  are  casting  their  votes  on  the  proposed 
Articles  of  Agreement.  As  soon  as  they  are  duly  approved,  the  Publication 
Committee  will  be  in  a  position  to  put  into  effect  the  new  editorial  plans.  A 
period  for  readjustment  will  be  required  before  the  desired  improvement  in 
the  publication  will  manifest  itself,  but  suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  field  of  the 
publication  and  the  Economics  Division  are  sufficiently  similar  to  make  such 
cooperation  well  worth  while  from  an  editorial  point  of  vantage. 

From  a  publication  point  of  view,  the  Service  has  been  ideally  cared  for 
during  the  past  five  years  by  the  H.  W.  Wilson  Company,  and  it  will  be  the 
privilege  of  the  Service  to  continue  these  relations.  Many  advantages  have 
accrued  to  the  Service  from  contact  with  the  editorial  experience  of  the 
various  Wilson  publications  and  Mr.  Wilson  has  kindly  consented  to  serve  as 
a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  is  provided  for  in  the  Articles 
of  Agreement.  His  interest  in  launching  the  publication  in  its  present  form 
and  a  constant  willingness  to  confer  with  the  Committee  and  the  staff  has 
been  thoroughly  appreciated. 

During  the  absence  of  the  editor  from  the  City  Miss  Middleton  has  cared 
for  the  editorial  revision  of  the  Annual  and  with  the  conscientious  assistance 
of  other  members  of  the  staff  has  seen  the  publication  thru  the  press.

Burnquist  asks  that  more 
stringent  child  labor  laws  be  passed. 

New  York  (state) — Gov.  Smith  recommends 
that  no  children  should  be  allowed  to  work 
in  any  occupation  injurious  to  health,  and 
that  the  provision  requiring  physical  ex- 
amination of  children  should  be  extended 
to  all  employments  in  which  they  are  en- 
gaged; that  children  should  be  surrounded 
with  adequate  protection  as  to  hours  and 
tasks  which  they  may  be  permitted  to 
undertake. 

North  Carolina — Gov.  Bickett  recommends  a 
law  that  would  prevent  any  child  between 
the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  from  being 
employed  in  any  mill  or  factory  during  the 
school  term. 

South  Carolina — Gov.  Manning  considers  the 
raising  of  the  age  limit  for  child  labor  from 
fourteen  years  to  sixteen  years  a  step  of 
the  greatest  importance.

A  loan  of  $75,000  was  negotiated  by 
the  council  thru  these  citizens  and  the  state 
board  of  loan  commissioners  which  provided 
$25,000.

Governors'    messages,    1919 

Iowa — Gov.  Harding  recommends  legislation 
requiring  that  English  be  the  language  of 
instruction  in  the  schools  and  that  no  other 
language  be  taught  below  the  high  school 
grades.  After  that  they  may  be  permitted 
to  study  other  languages,  but  English  shall 
still  be  the  language  of  instruction.  Provi- 
sion should  also  be  made  for  the  ^tudy  of 
English  by  those  who  are  beyond  school 
age. 

Michigan — Gov.  Sleeper  recommends  legisla- 
tion requiring  all  courses  of  instruction  in 
every  school  in  the  state  to  be  conducted 
exclusively  in  the  English  language  up  to 
and  including  the   eighth  grade. 

Missouri — Gov.  Gardner  recommends  a  law  re- 
quiring that  instruction  in  the  elementary 
branches  be  given  in  the  English  language 
only. 

Montana — Gov.  Stewart  is  personally  oppos- 
ed to  the  teaching  of  German  in  the  public 
schools  and  particularly  is  he  opposed  to  the 
use  of  German  in  teaching  other  subjects. 
He  recommends  legislation  regulating  the 
use  of  all  foreign  languages  and  governing 
the  matter  of  teaching  the  same  in  schools 
and  institutions.  He  further  recommends 
that  all  foreign  language  publications  be  re- 
quired to  carry  an  English  translation,  if 
they  are  to  be  circulated  among  the  people. 
He  believes  that  church  services  in  a  foreign 
language  should  at  least  be  translated  into 
English. 

Wisconsin — Gov.  Phillip  gives  a  review  of  the 
history  of  teaching  of  foreign  language  in  the 
schools  of  the  states  and  recommends  that 
no  foreign  language  be  taught  under  high 
school  grades.  He  also  suggests  that 
foreign  language  for  religious  services 
should  not  be  opposed  as  long  as  it  is  not 
used  for  propaganda  purposes.

Colorado — Gov.  Gunter  reviews  the  American- 
ization work  accomplished  by  a  committee 
headed  by  the  president  of  the  state  uni- 
versity and  financed  by  the  council  of  de- 
fense. 

Connecticut — Gov.  Holcomb  favors  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  department  of  Americaniza- 
tion. 

Delaware — Gov.  Townsend  recommends  a 
compulsory  law  providing  that  all  residents 
of  Delaware  who  enjoy  the  privileges  and 
protection  of  the  state,  shall  learn  the  Eng- 
lish language. 

Idaho — Gov.  Davis  urges  the  education  of  im- 
migrants in  the  English  language  and  the 
principles  of  American  citizenship. 


Maine — Gov.  Milliken  recommends  the  further 
expansion  of  the  system  of  evening  and 
part-time  schools  for  adults  of  foreign 
birth. 

Massachusetts — Gov.  Coolidge  urges  that  pro- 
vision be  made  to  assist  in  teaching  all  up 
to  middle  age  to  speak,  read  and  write  our 
language. 

Michigan — Gov.  Sleeper  would  encourage  the 
establishment  of  schools  in  every  industrial 
center  where  the  immigrant  may  learn  our 
language  and  be  taught  the  principals  of 
good   citizenship   and   Americanism. 

Minnesota — Gov.  Burnquist  urges  that  the 
education  of  the  foreign  born  be  extended. 
No  one  should  have  a  right  to  make  a  liv- 
ing in  the  country  or  exercise  the  electoral 
franchise,  unless  he  is  willing  to  learn  its 
language. 

Missouri — Gov.  Gardner  wishes  the  elimina- 
tion of  all  illiteracy  and  the  Americanization 
of  the  foreign  population. 

Nebraska — Gov.  McKelvie  thinks  the  schools 
should  be  made  a  medium  through  which 
Americanism  should  be  taught  and  that  all 
instruction  should  be  conducted  in  the 
English  language. 

New  Hampshire — Gov.  Bartlett  recommends 
the  instruction  of  immigrants  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  as  an  Americanization  meas- 
ure and  the  necessary  appropriation  of  pos- 
ibly  $200,000  to  $300,000  a  year  for  the  work 
thru  the   medium  of  the   evening  schools. 

New  Jersey — Gov.  Edge  considers  the  public 
schools  a  potent  factor  in  the  Americaniza- 
ization    of    the    immigrant. 

Ohio — Gov.  Cox  recommends  renewed  activity 
in  the  matter  of  promoting  the  Americani- 
zation of  the  immigrant. 

Pennsylvania — Gov.  Sproul  believes  that  the 
Department  of  labor  and  industry  should 
give  luore  attention  to  the  work  of  Ameri- 
canization. 

Rhode  Island — Gov.  Beeckman  recommends 
that  courses  in  Americanization  be  made 
part  of  the  public  instruction  and  that  en- 
couragement and  assistance  be  given  to  pa- 
triotic societies  and  associations  willing  to 
undertake  the  important  work  of  educating 
the  immigrant. 

South  Dakota — Gov.  Norbeck  urges  the  Amer- 
icanization of  the  population  of  the  state 
and  the  compulsory  teaching  of  the  English 
language.

Henderson  recommends  that 
the  state  law  regarding  the  number  of  units 
of  the  national  guara  should  be  made  to 
agree  with  the  federal  law. 

Arkansas — Gov.  Brough  thinks  a  national 
guard  of  7200   men  siiould  be  maintained.

Nebraska — Gov.  McKelvie  thinks  that  if  the 
state  militia  is  reconstructed  it  should  only 
be  used  against  a  military  foe. 

New  Jersey— Gov.  Edge  thinks  the  matter  of 
the  national  guard  is  wholly  contingent  on 
the  military  policy  adopted  by  the  federal 
government. 

New  York  (state) — Gov.  Smith  states  that  in 
a  later  message  he  will  present  to  the  legis- 
lature the  problems  attendant  upon  the  re- 
instatement of  the  former  members  of  the 
national  guard  in  the  state  militia. 

Ohio— Gov.  Cox  states  that  no  further  legis- 
lation is  needed  to  form  a  state  military 
force,  as  the  governor  already  has  the  power 
to  reestablish  the  national  guard,  and  that 
in  all  probability  the  national  guardsmen  in 
the  sei'vice  of  the  nation  will  be  willing  to 
return  to  the  service  of  the  state. 

Oregon — Gov.  Withycombe  deems  it  advisable 
to  organize  the  national  guard,  so  that  this 
establishment  may  be  perfected  when  the 
treaty  of  peace  is  signed. 

Pennsylvania — Gov.  Bi^umbaugh  recommends 
the  expansion  of  the  state  militia,  unless 
Congress  decrees  otherwise.

Milliken    recommends    that    the 
workmen's  compensation  law  be  revised  to 
increase  the  maximum  limit  of  weekly  com- 
pensation   by    at    least    fifty    per    cent,    the 
compensation    to    be    made    two-thirds    in- 
stead of  one-half  the  average  weekly  wage, 
that    the    waiting   period    be    reduced    from 
fourteen    days    to    seven    days,    or    else    re- 
duced on  a  sliding  scale,  and  that  the  pro- 
vision for  payment  of  doctors',  nurses',  and 
hospital  fees  be  made  more  liberal. 
Michigan — Gov.   Sleeper  recommends  that  the 
workmen's    compensation    law    be    amended 
so  as  to  reduce  the  waiting  period,  the  period 
of  suspended  payment,  to  extend  the  period 
of   medical   aid,    to    increase    the   maximum 
and  minimum  amounts  of  compensation,  to 
increase  the  percentage  of  wage  to  be  paid 
as    compensation,    and    to    change    some    of 
the  administrative  features  of  the  act.
